Magic cavern Is tbe most elusive 


mysteiy ia goutUwestera Kentucky, 
writes Victor Moulder in the Louisville 
Post. It is located on; .the south bunk 
of the river and adjacent to the famous 
Wiefeliffe bottom. For the past 120 
years entrance to this untlergrouud 
palace and treasure house has been 
sought by many persons at various 
times. Few have entered the opening, 
and noae who entered the gioomy 
chamber Isas returned to tell the story 
of his harrowing experiences. No few- 
er than twenty lives aro known to 
have been lost iu vaiu efforts to secure 
the treasure reputed to .be secreted in 
a sealed iiiehe of the cave. There is a 
curse upon the placo. WicUliffe bottom 
Wiis t-!;s scene of a bloody battle, u-d 
the iiorpcndienlar clitC north of the 
river, known :is Lillientltnl's leup, was 
the place chosen for the climax of a 
shocking tragedy. 


In thii early part of the nineteenth 


century settlors were constantly :n 
search of the Mugic eavei'n and its 
thousands of dollars in gold coin and 
bags of priceless gems. In 1SG-1 two 
white men came to the vicinity, search- 
ed along the river for dnys and days, 
then suddenly disappeared. That tiioy 
perished in aa-'iitiwupt to secure the 
treasure was the general vwl!ct, for 
they were traeUoi! to the niouth of a 
cnve above a sucUholc which they are 
known to have entered and from wuich 
they nt-vor returned. John Darling of 
Missouri met a similar fate at the same 
place In J800. 


In the spring of 1SSO four Cherokee 


Indians came to Ironbridge und pitcli- 
ed a camp at Lillionthal's leap. They 
had a soiled, rough chart of the \-icini- 
ty which they often consnltctl. They 
left their camp early one morning nev- 
er to return, 
Like that of the white 


men, 
their trail led to an opening in 


the Wnff. 
What their fate was none 


may know, but men . now living do 
know that they never returned from 
Magic cavern alive. Searching parties 
after days of fruitless labor failed to 
locate the entrance of the cave. Th< 
mouth of the r.pcriure where the In 
dians' tracks led was a sealed we' 
ten feet above the water's edge. Blast 
iug, digging and excavations have 
proved unavailing in the work of fore 
ing the sealed doors. 


Recently a party of six young roei 


?iogan a systematic search for Mngk 
cavern. Several wcoks wore spent li 
the work. The lender of the parly wa* 
John Mays. An ontrnriee to tho mail 
cavern was discovered. Hays, Icadipg 
the way, passed Into the interior. Slid 
denly his form shot forward, and h 
uttered a shriek of horror as nn Invisl 
bio pow'-'r •'iiorn liliu into the bowel: 
of the oartlr. 
That, was the last o 


Mays. His companions, terror stride 
on, fled from the w<vi»\ closing the 
behind them. There is not enough sur 
plus cnsh in Iho 1'iiion to induce oni 
of the survivors lo so nenr the 


came to Barren rivor a few scattered 
Indians still skulked iu the fure.sis". On 
Mr. Claypoul's claim was a lodge oc- 
cupied hi' an old Indian and his squuw. 
The old warrior was about seventy 
years old. &ud his squaw called him 
\Vah-tuia; he called his squaw Ouita. 
This old pair of natives proffered the 
while settlers their friendship. They , 
were peculiarly religious. In o. short 
time Wah-tuni aud Mr. Claypool were 
fast frfeiiiis. Wab-tnm frequently re- 
lated events that took plaee HJ the vi- 
cinity long before, ssyiug that Wick- 
liffe bottom was haunted by white dev- 
ils that had been slain tbere many 
years ago. Piece by piece Mr. Clay- 
pool extracted the whole story from 
the old chieftain and his squaw, both 
of whom had bten particijvauts in tue 
struggle. 


Since then a strange fatality haunts 


the place. Many lives have been lost in 
the vicinity. Oulta and Wall-turn wit- 
:esseJ all these events. They knew 
vhere to find the cave, but neither for 
riendship nor love of gold would they 
eveal to Mr. Claypool its exact where- 
abouts. When they crossed to the 
'happy hunting grounds" their secret 
was buried with them. 


Believing their story, Mr. Claypool 
learched out the cavern, but for causes 
ie would not explain failed "to secure 
the treasure. "The place is bewitched." 
;aid he; '•strange phantoms guard each 
avenue. Fancies of eternal darkness 
fill one's soul when, be enters the cave. 
The treasure vault I discovered, but I 
dared not approach the door. My hair 
grew from black to snow white during 
he brief period I was closeted with the 
spirits held iu that terrible cavern 
louse." Mr. Claypool was an honored, 
ruibful roan, and his descendants are 
among the most prominent citizens of 
TVarren county. He died in 1884, fully 
>elieving that a great treasure was se 
cretcd in Magic cave. 


Since May's mysterious death in the 


cave no attempt has been made to re- 
discover and explore the interior, which 
las been rendered difficult to reach on 
account of the closing up of the river 
entrance. There is a manhole on top 
of the bluff opposite ...LiHienthal's leap, 
which at present is the 'only' place
